A Special Business Meeting of Aleppo Temple was held Monday, December 22, 
1958, at the temporary Headquarters of the Temple, 476 Boylston Street, Boston. 


A due notice of this Special Meeting was mailed by First Class Mail to the member - 


ship of the Temple as follows: 


The Meeting was called to order at 5:00 PM by Illustrious Potentate Edgar L. 
Turner. There were 41 members present. * 


The Illustrious Potentate announced the reason for the Special Business 


Meeting being called and requested the Recorder to read the proposed motion 


number l1: 


'"l, That Aleppo Temple A.A.O.N.M.S. ratify and confirm 
, unanimous vote passed at business meeting hbld November 

25, 1958, approving recommendation of the Special Committee 
authorized by vote of Aleppo Temple on August 22, 1958, that : 
Aleppo Temple purchase the land and building theron located 

at 569 Boylston Street, Boston; that title to Said real estate be 
taken for and in behalf of Aleppo Temple A.A.O.N. M.S. by the 
Trustees of the Permanent Fund or by the Finance Committee 

of said Temple in such appropriate form as may be determined 
by them and required by law; further to facilitate such purchase, 
that said Trustees of the Permanent Fund A.A.O.N. M.S. or 
said members of the Finance Committee of Aleppo Temple 
A.A.O.N.M.S. be authorized for and in behalf of Aleppo Temple 
A.A.O.N.M.S. to execute and deliver as part consideration 
therefor a mortgage and mortgage note for a sum not in excess 
of fifty per cent of the purchase price of said land and building. "' 


Following a short discussion, the motion was duly put and unanimously 
voted. 
The Illustrious Potentate then requested the Recorder to read the second 


motion: 


"2, That Aleppo Temple A.A.O.N.M.S. expressly authorize 
execution of a written Declaration of Trust in behalf of Aleppo 
Temple by nominees named in said proposed Declaration, 
same to be subject to approval by the Imperial Potentate. "' 
Following a short discussion, this motion was unanimously passed. 


Past Imperial Potentate Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr. then offered the 


following motion: 


"On motion it was further voted that this authorization for 
execution of written Declaration of Trust in behalf of Aleppo 
Temple shall not be considered as finally effective in the 
event of failure to receive approval by tax authorities of 
claim for tax exemption of property at 569 Boylston Street." 


This motion was put before the members and unanimously passed. 


There being no other business to come before this Special Meeting, the 
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Meeting was adjourned at 5:12 P.M. 
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
